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WES SCHUM W9DYV 
DEATH & TRIBUTE 


Sent to me by Bill Marx, W2CQ. 


The man who could be called the father 
of single sideband on amateur radio is a si- 
lent key. Wes Schum, W9DYV passed away 
last week at the age of 94. Wes Schum 
founded Central Electronics in 1949, the 
first product that Central Electronics manu- 
factured was a hearing aid device. 


But radio was what Wes envisioned for 
CE. He had a budding interest in single side- 
band during World War II. He and colleague 
Joe Batchelor began development of ama- 
teur SSB transmitters for use on 75 me- 
ters. The Central Electronics 10-A exciter, 
the company's first amateur product, is 
credited for being amateur radio's first prac- 
tical SSB transmitter. 


Wes's story is best told by those who 
knew him well. One of those is Nick Tusa, 
K5EF. Nick shared with Ham Nation viewers 
how he and Wes Schum met and struck up a 
decades long friendship.

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Information on KBC Radio 
from David KF4VXJ 


KBC radio is the broadcast division of KBC 
Imports, located in Ede, The Netherlands. KBC 
Imports is a radio and radio related import- 
er. That includes amateur radio and related. 


To help the Amateur Radio community, KBC 
airs Peter John’s DX Headlines (when available) 
during the Saturday night edition of Eric Van Wil- 
legen’s program “The Giant Jukebox”. It airs as 
the third hour of the transmission. In coopera- 
tion with the Voice of America’s VOA Radiogram 
project, a short digital transmission is made 
around 30 minutes into the final hour of the 
transmission. Format is usually MFSK64, with the 
center frequency of 1500 hertz. Fldigi works fine 
on decoding what’s sent. 


KBC is currently purchasing airtime on the 
Deutche Telekomm transmitters in Nauen, Ger- 
many for both European and North American tar- 
get areas, running up to 125 kW. They also have 
access to a radio ship (old light vessel), so they 
are on 1602 kHz as well as on DAB+ from 7 am to 
7 pm CET. Streaming audio is available at 


http://www.kbcradio.eu. 


Dave Mason is on KBC Sunday from 00:00- 
01:00 UTC. Then Eric Van Willegen’s program is 
on from 01:00 - 03:00 UTC. The current frequency 
is 7375 kHz, but the frequency may change to 
7395 kHz in the near future. The local time for 
these two programs is Saturday at 8:00 to 11:00 
PM

BIOGRAPHY OF GERALD (JERRY) L. AGLIATA W2GLA 


Jerry Agliata’s early interest in SWL brought him to amateur radio. He graduated from RCA Institute 
in New York and planned a career as a radio technician. He worked in the military electronics business 
as a technical writer, systems test engineer and other engineering related positions. He eventually found 
work in the Radio Common Carrier Industry, the independent firms that competed with the telephone 
company for mobile telephone and radio paging service prior to cellular telephone deployment in 1985. 

He owned an RCC in New York Metro together with radio tower sites that served extensive land mo- 
bile radio systems. He was one of the founders of the predecessor company to AT&T Wireless, known 
then as Cellular Telephone Company (CTC), in New York. He was a partner in the design, development 
and construction of the NYC Metro CTC cellular system.

He founded, owned and operated a number of wireless antenna site companies. He coau- 
thored the publication: Tower Operations & Equipment Installation Handbook . 


He was Executive Director of the National Antenna Consortium, an industry antenna is- 
sues advocacy organization. He was a founding member of the Personal Communications 
Industry Association, an antenna site trade group based in Washington, D.C. 


He is a Fellow in the Radio Club of America and the RCA Board recently announced the 
awarding of the Edgar F. Johnson Pioneer Citation in November 2015. He received the 
ARRL President's Award in 2004 primarily for his extensive issues advocacy work in New 
York State for amateur radio antenna rights issues. He also received the New York State Gu- 
bernatorial Citation from Governor George E. Pataki for promoting amateur radio interests 
in New York State. In addition he received a Special Citation from the Senate of the State of 
New York for his work promoting amateur radio. Jerry is a member of the Raleigh Amateur 
Radio Society and the ARRL. 


Jerry resides in Wake Forest, NC together with his wife Jo Ann of 43 years.

* Dual Band (144/440) hand held transceiver 
* Extra set of charged batteries 
* Ear phones & speaker mic or boom mic/headphone set 
* Higher gain antenna than the supplied rubber duck. For example Comet BN-24 or 
SMA-24 or Diamond RHF40 or SRH77CA. There are also many other hi-gain HT an- 
tennas available.
